met with success. He deserved the vic- 
tory which he at Pieter’s not only 
for patience tenacity displayed in 
the ten days’ continuous fighting, but 
also on account ef accidents and bad 
luck In previous operations. His suc- 
cess In carrying the enemy's position on 
the hills near Pieter’s enabled him to 
relieve’ Ladysmith within twenty-four 
hours of Majuba day, and in this way 
to join in Roberts's celebration of the 
Boer festival at Koodoosberg. Dundon- 
ald, with the Natal carbineers, and a 
composite regiment, entered Ladysmith 
in triumph, as French had done at 
Kimberley, and the heroic garrison was 
overjoyed when he appeared with the 
glad tidings that six brigades were 
coming up behind him, and that the 
country was clear of the enemy. 

The siege of Ladysmith began No- 


,vember 2, when communications with 


Colenso were cut off on the day after 
the disaster of Nicholson's Nek. It has 
been a long and wearisome defensive 
campaign, *memorable mainly fer the 
series of gallant sorties planned by 
Gen. Hunter, and for the valorous re- 
pulse of the enemy January 6, when 
the fighting was of a most desperate 
character. The garrison has suffered 
more heavily from disease than from 
the enemy's shell fire. White's strength 
was estimated at over nine thousand 
men when the siege opened, but the. 
force has been reduced by serious fight- 
ing and by ravages of typhoid fever. 

Buller, when he entered the town 
yesterday, found that White's soldiers 
had been reduced in rations to half a 
pound of meat daily; and had been liv- 
ing on their harses and mules. They 
seem to have beén in desperate straits. 
Their reserves of ammunition were not 
described, but were probably 
hausted. ,They were not rescued a day 
too soon, and were unfit for operations 
in the field. Their last bolt. was shot 
when they beat back the Boer storm- 
ing parties at Caesar's Camp early in 
January. 

The siege of Ladysmith came to an 
end unexpectedly to the garrison. Ail! 
day Wednesday White was expecting 
a Boer attack, and there was a false 
alarm with heavy musketry fighting, 
not fong before Dundonaid’s cavairy- 
men rode up. Three shelis had been 
fired from Bulwana on the previous 
day, and the escape from jown was 
blocked by Boer riflemen at every 
point. Continuous artillery and rifle 
firing in the south was the assurance 
that Buller’s army was fighting day 
after day. and during the last few days 
of the siege the Dutch forces were 
geen moving northward in small bands. 
The enemy: retreated, however. as soon 
as Buller’s decisive victory was won 
at Pieter’s. The guns were hastily re- 
moved from Bulwana and Grobler's 
Kloof, and on the followjng day the 
whole district between’ A‘olenso and 
Ladysmith was clear, and the rear 
guards were disappearing toward 
Laing’s Nek. 

Press dispatches to this morning's 
papers contain descriptions of Bulter’a 
final battle for the relief of Ladysmith, 
and there cannot be more striking ev!- 
dence of the gallantry an« grit of the

MAFEKING DEFENDERS. 
REPULSE ATTACKING BOERS. 
FARLY A.M. REPORT | 
LONDON, March 1.—fBy Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special from Cape Town says 
that a telegram has been received 
there from Mafeking announcing that 
the Boers made a severe and protracted 
assault February 24, but were driven off 
at all points. The truce which is usu- 
ally observed Sundays was broken the 
25th by another fierce attack, but after 
determined fighting the Boers were re- 
pulsed with a loss of forty killed and 
wounded. The defenders, who were 
able to take advantage of the shelter 
of earthworks. lost only two killed and 

three wounded. 


CRONJE’S LOSSES. 
ONLY ABOUT EIGHT WOUNDED.

NEW YORK, March 1—A dispatch 
to the World from Kimberley says that 
deserters report that Gen. Cronje in- 
tended to cut his way out through 
Lord Roberts's forces last Sunday 
night, but the failure of the scouting 
Loers outside the British lines to seize 
a kopje to aid him frustrated tha 
project, so he surrendered.

The tremendous British shell fire 
seems to have produced scarcely any 
appreciable effect. The list of the 
Boers wounded during the week the 
laager was held was only about eight.

Even the dullest soul must 
have been stirred by the emotions of 
yesterday, and London's six millions

WALTER DAMROSCH'S LECTURE 
ON “RING DES NIBELUNGEN.” 
Although Los Angeles has never 

been afforded the opportunity of seeing 

and hearing Wagner's “Ring des Nibel. 
ungen,” it had yesterday the oppor- 
tunity of having the great trilogy 
portrayed by a man peerless in his 
chosen field of Wagnertan lecture work. 

The large audience that heard Walter 

Damrosch at Blanchard Hall yester- 

day afternoon left the lecture with a 

keener sense of enjoyment and appre- 

ciation, and with a clearer concep- 
tion of Wagner's great music-dramas 
than perhaps would have been the case 
had the “Ring” itself been presented, 
minus the explanatory knowledge con- 
tained in the lectare. Mr. Damrosch 
covered the scheme of the music- 
dramas forming the “Ring des Nibel- 
ungen” in a most interesting man- 
ner, illustrating at the plano the “‘mo- 
tives,” as they occurred through the 
thread of narrative of the operas. He 
briefly prefaced the illustrative work 
at the instrument with an explanation 
of Wagner's identification of dramatic 
thoughts by musical themes or “mo- 
tives.” These “motives,” recurring as 
often as the action of the drama 
brings them forward, were so treated 
by Mr. Damrosch as to give the lec- 
ture a strong touch of dramatic in- 


| terest, besides proving of value from 


an instructive standpoint. 

The Wagnerian concert by Mme. 
Gadski, David Bispham and Walter 
Damrosch will be given this evening 
at Simpson Auditorium, and it is 
doubtful if a more happy combination 
of artists peculiarly fitted by musical 
and temperamental attainments for 
the interpretation of such a pro- 
gramme could be secured. Mme. Gadski 
is today unquestionably one of the 
greatest Wagnerian singers, with an 
established European, as well as an 
American reputation. 

David Bispham occupies an exalted 
position in the concert and operatic

IIL—THE PHOTOGRAPHIC PLATE. 
BY GBORGE W. GILSON. 


That which we find most advanta- 
geous to a beginner is a plate that will 
require at last two or three seconds ex- 
posure on a landscape in good strong 
light. After «we have worn off the 
“scare” which we feel at first, it will 
be ample time to take up the more 
rapid brands of plate.

A bright 
white object on one side of the picture 
will throw the picture out uniess some 
similar object can be included on the 
other <'de.

effect is always the best. 

Methods of obtaining sky and cloud 
pictures will be treated of later on. The 
subject of lighting is of the utm set im- 
and is babiy the most dif- 

ult to deal wi and for this reason 
deserves all the more study. We are 
aware that a view will look entirely 
different at various periods of the day. 
When the sun is low, in the horigon it 
throws long. heavy shadows both morn- 
ing and evening. and when in the se- 
nith it gives searcely any Shadow at 
all except underneath. Then, too, from 
the position we take up the sun may 
fall on the object, showing all detail 
distinctly, or it may be behind the ob}- 
ject, throwing the side next to us into 
comperative darkness. All these give 
different effects to the scene, and we 
should study the view under the vary- 
ing conditions so as to select that 
lighting which will give the best result 
for the object we have set before ua. 
When the sun is full on the scene and 
nearly vertical the resulting picture 
will be generally fat and wanting in 
contrast; good effects, with plenty of 
light and shade, can be had with the 
sun more or less to one side of the 
view; and at times, with the light 
slightly behind the chosen 4 
very pleasing effect may be secured. 
However, no hard and fast rule can be 
laid down, the particular light that will 
suit one scene will not suit another, 
consequently the choice must be left 
to the individual! whose object in every 
case should be thé securing of @ ple- 
ture conveying in an artistic manner 
the impression created in him by the 
view, and the better he ts able to show 
in his work that impression the more 
claims will he have to be an artist. 

Again, the subject of foreground is 
an important factor, as without some- 
th in the nearer view there is «a 
blank which is at once noticeable. It 
should, hdwever, not be so pronounced 
as to draw the attention from the main 
subject of the picture, but must rather 
be In subjection to it. and if possible 
should broken up. For example. 
the charming cottage will be 
spoiled by a large lawn or a broad 
roadway front, unless, indeed, it is 

ble to Include, say, a horse and 


“te break the effect” and draw 
the attention from the unsightly ex- 
panes. In like manner a pretty view 
may be destroyed by a broad interven- 
ing field or stretch of water, but put a 
couple of cows on one or a boat on the 
other and the whole picture is changed. 

The above hints are not by any 
means complete, but are given as an 
indication of what may be effected by 
selection; it must be kept clearly in 
mind that to get an artistic result one 
must study t various components 
which are to be included in the ple- 
ture. One must have patience and the 
faculty of observation. Having decided 
upon the view do not be in too great 
a hurry to take the picture. Consider 
what is the best position, form your 
opinion as to the most suitable light, 
and when these are decided and the 
time is opportune expose your plate.

The total shipments for the season, 
November 1, 1899, to February 28, 1900, 
were 6656 carloads. As the minimum | 
this year is 26,000 pounds, or about 262 
boxes to the car, this would be equal 
to 7188 minimum cars of the previous 
year, when the shipments for the same 
period were 5154 carloads. In 1897-98, 
when the crop was nearly the same 
Size as this season, the shipments to 
February 28 were 6678 carloads. The 
excess this year over that is 1610 car- 
loads of the minimum cars of 334 boxes 
tothe car. 
There are less lemons and more or- | 
anges in proportion this year than two 


years ago.

Returning to the Land. 
TATISTICIANS and economists 
have been very much alarmed at 
the massing of the population of 

this country in and around the big 

cities and provincial cehters of this 
country. Land owners have shared 
somewhat in this alarm at the pros- 
pect a further decrease in the valua- 
tion of rural properties, but the eom- 
| ing census will show a tendency to 
| take to the land in some 
| quarters, at least, with the prospect 
that greater depletions of the city 

‘population will occur, as the present 

forces develop. If the signs are read 

‘aright, the future offers well for rural 

investments, and as we see them 

there are numerous indications that 
the country districts will again become 

‘the strength and stability of the coun- 


try. 

¥ of the worst features of the 
past twenty vears is the fact that the 
‘farmer lads have been desertin the 
land for. the more exciting pos- 
| sibly lucretive city life. This is being 
‘corrected, to some extent, by ving 
the boys a practical and scienti ag- 


ricultural ucation, making the voca- 
‘tion of farming more attractive and 
‘profitable. Within the last two years 
substantial progress has been made 
in educative facilities, and hundreds 
of schools and colleges are preparing 
to train the young men in the science 
of agriculture: another encouraging 
feature is the achievements of the na- 
tional and State agricultural depart- 
ments through their office bureaus, 
their experiment stations and their as- 
sistance to the farmers’ clubs through 
scientific and common-sense lectures, 
correspondence and publication. In- 
calculable good has done through 
channels, both by populdrizing 
*business of farming, and by di- 
rectly improving the service: the 
facilities for returning to the land have 
‘kept pace with scientific investigation, 
in the invention of bicycles. automo- 
biles and other means of cheap and 
rapid transportation; thus increasing 
the value of suburban and rural hold- 
tings, and indirectly contributing to the 
health and contentment of the people; 
but the latest cause of disintegration 
of the cities’ population is the prev- 
alence of labor unions in the manu- 
facturing centers. A factory employ-

The*Railroad Worm.” 
COMMUNICATION was received 
this week from a prominent ob- 
server of insects, stating that the 
railroad worm has been prevalent in 
the apple orchards southeast of Los 
Angeles for two years. If it Is the reai 
sharps under the dome of the Court- 
house should sit en banc on the neigh- 
borhood early next summer, for the 
maggot is very destructive wherever 
it strikes. It is called the “railroad 
vrorm” because it spread along the 
railways of New BEngland when first 
developing into a destructive pest tn 
this country. If it is the true pest, it 
is a fly, not a moth, as stated by the 
orchardist. The adult is a yellowish- 
gray fly, with very prominent eyes, 
transparent wings, with bands or 
blotches upon them, and a sharp egg 
depositor for placing its eggs. If it is 
a moth that has been doing the damage 
down there, the fruit growers may rest 
assured that it is not the cousin of 
the Mexican orange .maggot they have 
in their midst 

The communication says: “When 
in the moth stage the insect lays its 
egg on the surface the apple, or 
just beneath the skin. When the egg 
hatches, the tiny worm which proceeds 
from it causes an eruption, which at 
first has the appearance of n José 
scale. That enlarges and forms a 
reddish biemish, which resembles the 
black spot caused by a codlin moth. 
Unlike the codlin worm, the maggot 
does not penetrate to the core, but 
remains within about an eighth of an 
inch of the surface. It is very seldom 
that more than one codlin moth at- 
tacks a single apple. but frequently

‘experiments made last year in Kansas 


might be advantageous to California 
alfalfa growers. It has been proven 
that cutting the alfalfa crowns with 
disk harrows increases the yield ma- 
terially. In going after the grasshop- 
‘per. with the disk last year the uni- 
versity men discovered that in chop- 
ping and splitting the crowps of the 
plant they gave new life to them, the 
second crop especially yielding a heav- 
fer tonnage than in the fields not sub- 
| jected to the process. A careful record 
of the result showed an increase of 
one-third in the output of hay wher- 
ever the disking had been done to kill 
the locust eggs. 

This new discovery can only be ap- 
plied to the extermination of the non- 
migrating locust, but the State may 
never be visited again by the hordes 
from the distant regions, making 
the control of the native insects a 
great achievement. While Californians 
are never troubled with grasshoppers 
in their alfalfa fields, it would Be a 
good pian in the teeth of another dr> 
year to try’ the cultivation of their 
plants by the method 60 successful 
in Kaneas. Prof. Hunter of the State 
University has this to say of his ex- 
periments: 

“The alfalfa plant has a long tap 
root, which extends many feet beneath 
the surface. Experiments have shown 
that this root can be chopped and split 
at the top without impairing the life 
of the plant. The practical applica- 
tion of this knowledge is shown in a 
communication by J. H. Smart, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Alfalfa 
Irrigation and Land Comrany at Kine. 
ley. ‘In March, 1898." writes Mr. Smart, 
‘we started two teams disking 166 
acres of alfaifa in Ford county. The 
harrow had 20-inch disks, and was set 
to cut about three and one-half inches 
deep. as an experiment. We after- 
ward ran a light smal!-toothed harro» 
over the ground to level it after the 
Adiskine. After this harrowing, the 
ground had the appearance of a wheat 
field that had been plowed very shal. 
low. Almost immediately the g00° 
effect of the cultivation commence? 
to show. and so continued until the 
present time. not alone in the Increas°d 
vield of alfalfa, but by destroying the 
native gragses which had not been en- 
tirely subdued when the seed was sown, 
I am of the opinion that the prope 
time to cultivate is early in the sprina 
while the ground is mellow. after the 
winter freezing, and the plant has no:

N> Blizzards Here. 
OUTHERN CALIFORNIA has 
years of drought occasionally, and 
yet they figure very lightly in the 
run of a decade. The past three sea- 
sons have been remarkable for their 
scant precipitation, but the fact is en- 
couraging that the orange crop was 
never so abundant nor of such excel- 
lence as that now harvesting. Viewed 
aside from the present discouraging 
outlook for agricultural crops, there is 
much to remind tourists and resi- 
dents that there is nothing comparable 
to our balmy climate anywhere else on 
the continent. The climatic assets of this 
country alone figure up into the tens 
of millions to the wealthy investors 
who can live nowhere so somfortably 
and healthfully as in Southern Califor- 
nia. This is time-worn talk, you say. 
It is a living reality to countless resi- 
dents, and those who from any cause 
are compelled to leave the southiand 
after knowing the joys of living here, 
leave with the mental r lution to re- 
turn if possible and resume the enjoy- 
ment of this beneficent climate. The 
records of the East do not present a 
very sunshiny aspect just now, when 
stim winter ought, in all decency, to be 
giving place to more agreeable things. 
About the 7th of last month an awful 
blizzard gripped the great middie 
northwest with its icy hold. The mer- 
cury indicated 24, 37 and 42 deg. below 
zero at different weather stations. The 
variations of temperature were extraor- 
dinary over a vast area, and the arctic 
weather lasted for several days. Last 
winter was one of astonishing and 
long-continued cold, such as had not 
nm experienced more than once or 
twice since the continent has been the 
home of white people. And yesterday's 
reports bring news of blizzards galore, 
traffic suspended, cities engulied in “the 
beautiful,” and cold everywhere, 


SUGAP BEETS, 
Be Prepared in Time. 


Len prospects for a good beet crop 

very disturbing in this section; 
nay, if we don't get very copious 
rains within a few days there may be 
no beet crop at ell, for several inches 


try another time their chances in beet 
raising after the very unsatisfactory 
results during the past two years of 
drought. 

When one comes jo think how the 
establishment of a beet-sugar factory 
im the first instance entirely depends 
on the command over a very ample 
supply of water, it may seem strange 
that the expensive experience the 
last years has not resulted such 
measures as were possible, and, indeed, 
very natural, to secure the factories at 
least a moderate beet crop. 

Considering the fact that a very in- 
sufficient beet crop, or no beet crop at 
all, means for a sugar factory a con- 
siderable loss of money, because there 
are always heavy expenses in main- 
taining the plant in good working con- 
dition, and that quite a number of em- 
ployés have to be kept the year round, 
as it would be impossible to secure 
their services only for the limited time 
of what is called the sugar campaign, 
it will be clear that these expenses are 
entirely loss, as soon as there is no or 
not enough material to put the factory 
in proftftiable operation. 

Everybody knows that the sugar 
beet raising in Southern California isa 
most profitable business, because all 
the climatical condifions favor this spe- 
cial line of agriculture, provided that 
there is a sufficient amount of mois- 
ture in the soil, either the result of 
plenty of rain or irrigation. An aver- 
age crop of fifteen tons per acre is mod- 
erate uncer these conditions. A 500-ton 
sugar factory will need daily the beet 
crop of thirty-five acres on this aver- 
age. As a factory of that capacity 
must have at its command at least 2,- 
150,000 gallons of water daily, and as 
the use of this water for factory use 
does not coincide with the period of 
raising the beet crop, the factory could 
always be sure to have at least a 
moderate beet supply, when all is put 
in shape to use the available amount 
of water for irrigation purposes. Of 
course, it will prove to be too late 
when such preparations have to be 
made only after rain is failing. But it 
ie as necessary to be prepared in due 
time for irrigating beets in this section 
as it is necessary to put an irrigation 
system in an orchard. Beets 
want irrigation four times @urtng their 
growth. Two inches of water each time 
will give them an average sufficient 
moisture. As two acres inches are 57.- 
400 «€ogalions of water, the available 
amount of at least 2,150,000 gallons will 
be enough to irrigate 37% acres per 
day. With a growing period of 160 days 
there are forty days for each irrigation, 
making a total of 1590 acres of which 
a beet crop can be secured or materia! 
enough to run the factory for about 
forty-two days at full capacity. 

This seems not very much, but It is 
indeed much more than it seems. It 
is more than enough to secure the fac- 
tory against the losses of forced Idle- 
ness: it will encourage the farmers to 
take up those lands which are under 
the irrigation system, because they 
know that they are at least sure of a 
reasonable beet crop, whatever the 
weather conditions may be, and if their 
other crops fail they have always their 
beets to depend on, as well for what 
they will bring in cash as for what 
they will secure them in valuable fod- 
der. 

The expenses of an irrigation system 
and even the free distribution of water 
for the purpose of irrigating the beets, 
will be counterbalanced for the factory 
by the feeling of security and the very 
just claim on the part of the factory 
that farmers will always have their 
beet land for irrigation, tn- 
Aifferent of what the rainy season may 
bring, will be accepted by them only 
too gladly. For irrigation wants prep- 
aration and only being prepared in due 
time will give an opportunity to recur 
to its application if need be. And need 
there is, alas, not for the first time, but 
for the third time successively, for in 
this instance experience ts a very ex-

The Oleo Law. 
HERE is no penalty whose prospect 
will effectually deter men from 
committing fraud in the sale of 
products except imprisonment. 
That they are afraid of. Some persons 
named Wilkins and Butler were con- 
victed in a United States court of vio- 
lation of the provisions of the na- 
tional oleo law, ahd sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment. Great efforts 
were made to compromise the case be- 
fore trial, large sums having been of- 
fered to the Treasury Department to 
secure a dismissal of the cases. All 
compromises, however, were refused, 
and the men tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to terms in prison. Immediately 
after conviction the strongest possible 
influences were brought to 
the President to secure their n. 
It was not claimed that they were in- 
nocent, for there was no question of 
their guilt, but the point seemed to be 
that these men were wealthy, and ac- 
customed to move in polite society, 
and that it was therefore unthinkable 
that they should be sent to jail as com- 
mon swindlers. The President thought 
otherwise, however, and they are in 
jail today. The profits of lilicit business 
will pay fines, but they will not pay 
for the disgrace of doing time in the
